The new budget also reflects a 
real growth of S.3 percent taking 
into consideration the three per 
cent inflation rate for the year 
1 984. The estimated deficit for the 
1985 budget is JD 16.735 million. 

-The main features of the new 
budget are the large cuts for gov- 
ernmental subsidies on oil pro- 
ducts and the increase of funds 
alfryatpH for salaries of gov-, 
eminent employees. 

The budget said subsidy on oil 
products will be JD 10 million 
compared to JD 37 miHon this 
year. 

The idea of cutting subsidy on 
ofl was tackled during the dis- 
cussion of this year’s budget but 
due to strong opposition the gov- 
ernment decided to postpone the 
execution" of its plans. Last week, 
however. Minister of Energy and 


Mineral Resources Hisham Al 
Khatib disclosed that the gov- 
ernment has decided to reduce its 
subsidies of petroleum products 
and electricity in a way that “will 
not affect lower income stratas.” 

The trade off was an estimated 
increase of JD 16 million in funds 
allocated for the salaries of gov- 
ernment employees. As in pre- 
vious years, the 1985 draft budget 
is still dictated by Jordan's com- 
mitment to strengthen the armed 
forces, and support the ste- 
adfastness of people in the Israeli 
occupied Arab territories, its large 
dependence on Arab financial aid 
and the scarcity of local sources of 
revenues. 

The estimated allocation for 
defence in 1985 is JD 206 million 

— 25 per cent of the total budget 

— and win include funds for the 
formation of a Jordanian Popular 
Army. 

Dr. Odeh announced Thursday 
that Jordan has already signed 
contracts for the purchase of the 
necessary equipment and arms for 
the first stage of forming the Jor- 
danian People's Army. 

The rather ambitious figure of 
the 1985 budget reflects optimism 
on the part of the government in 
an increase in both focal and for- 
eign sources of revenue and pro- 
bably encouraged by the fact that 
Jordan’s exports in 1984 inc- 
reased by 60 per cent from 1983. 


Some economists, however, 
warn that behind this substantial 
increase in next year’s budget lies 
an overestimation of the expected 
amount of Arab financial aid and 
even local revenues. 

If the economists' expectations 

prove true, the government will 

find itself forced to increase its 

borrowing to cover a growing def- 
■ ■ 

Kit. 

The draft budget, however, 
does not reflect an expected. inc- 
rease in Arab aid wftich is est- 
imated at JD 1 83 million. 

Moreover, and according to Dr. 
Odeh, Jordan is nearing a new 
stage in its economy in which two 
important factors will play a major 
role in the shaping of gov- 
ernmental economic policies. The 
two factors are the continuing 
problem of the scarcity of the 
local resources and sources of rev- 
enue and the second is the inc- 
reasing cost of financing due to the 
increase in the value of the Ame- 
rican dollar and consequently int- 
ernational interest rates and other 
banking commissions and fees. 

■ The government, for the first 
time, has included in the draft 
budget a detailed explanation of 
major plans tq boost local ind- 
ustries and agriculture. 

The budget reflects a serious 
attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to solve some chronic 
problems that faces agriculture in

Jordan. The plans mentioned in 
the draft budget include solutions 
to counter overproduction and 
marketing of agricultural pro- 
ducts, the scarcity of water, and a 
projected increase in government 
support for basic agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

The plans concerning local ind- 
ustries clearly reflect a gov- 
ernment tendency to offer more 
incentives to local and foreign inv- 
estors, thereby encouraging the 
private sector to increase its shares 
in industrial investments, to fac- 
ilitate the process of exporting 


local products and to work tow- 
ards centralising the means of 
production through the merger of 
identical industries. 

The following are translated 
excerpts from the draft budget as 
presented by Dt. Odeh on Thu- 
rsday: 

— To maintain the high standards 
reached by the Jordanian army to 
enable it to realise national goals. 

— To fulfil the needs and req- 
uirements of the civil defence and 
general security organs to con- 
tinue their mission of maintaining, 
the national security and stability. 

Necessary measures have been 
taken to implement the Peoples 
Army Law to give people the cha- 
nce to participate in defending the 
country and to back the armed 
forces. 

The government has already 
signed contracts for the purchase 
of the necessary arms and wea- 
pons for the first stage of forming 
the Peoples Army. The funds all- 
ocated for this purpose are part of 
allocation made for defence. 

— To fulfil Jordan's commitment 
to its national duties towards the 
people in the occupied territories 
to enhance their steadfastness and 
fortitude and to preserve their 
Arab identity. 

— To fulfil Jordan’s financial obl- 
igations in time and maintain the 
credibility of Jordan in Arab and 
international financial markets. 


— To develop the productive pot- 
entials of the Jordanian economy, 
particularly the projects and act- 
ivities which involve the exp- 
loitation of local resources and 
potential and usage of modern 
technology in order to enhance 
Jordan’s self-sufficiency. 

— To increase local revenues to 
cover the recurrent expenditure 
and a growing percentage of the 
capital expenditure while at the 
same time continuing to control 
the general expenditures. 

— To work towards making al! 
sectors of the economy and areas 
of the Jdrdanian society benefit 
from the country’s developmental 
achievements. This can be realised 
through the completion of dev- 
elopmental infrastructure projects 
and extending public services to 
all the sectors and areas of Jordan. 

— To render special care to enc- 
ouraging local and Arab inv- 
estment and to continue efforts to 
consolidate the foundations of 
joint Arab economic cooperation. 

According to Dr. Odeh. the 
government will base its direction 
of the national economy on two 
considerations — the scarcity of 
local sources of revenue and the 
growing increase in financing 
costs. 

The government will strive to 
increase local sources of revenue, 
of which taxes and other levies 
constitute the largest percentage.

way they are collected and take 
into consideration the realisation 
of social justice. 

The government v,iij also 
specific steps in improve cl! sec- 
tors according io :hc priorities dic- 
tated bv ihe economy’? needs and 
balanced monetary and financial 
policies.

Iran repeats refusal

NICOSIA (AP)— Thespeakerof 
Iran’s, parliament Friday rejected 
demand for the extradition of the 
hijackers who killed two Ame- 
ricans aboard' a commandeered 
Kuwaiti airliner in Tehran last 
week, reported die official Iranian 
news agency, IRNA.- 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Lebanon is con- 
sidering a protest to the United Nations after 
an Israeli massacre in South Lebanon Thu- 
rsday in which three villagers died and 21 
were reported injured and 135 detained. 


. Announcing the proposal. 
Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
said Israel was behaving like a 
"wolf 1 in the occupied south and 
the government’s main task was to 
stand fast against its “inhuman 
and fascist practices." 

Mr. Karami was addressing rep- 
resentatives in Beirut of seven 
southern ShTite Muslim villages. 

Sources in the south, who dec- 
lined to be identified, gave the 
same figures to Reuters. They said 
the dead and some of the injured 
had been shot in the operation,, 
carried out by an Israeli mec- 
hanised battaUkm of about 40 
armoured vehicles and 600 troops 
backed by up to 200 plainclothes 
“Shin Beth” security agents. 


“We are considering the pos- 
sibility of submitting a complaint 
to the (U.N.) Security Council,'’ 
Mr. Karami said. 

“It is no longer permissible for 
the world to remain indifferent to 
these tragedies and leave the wolf 
free to sow corruption among the 
people. By this I mean Israel.” 

The Foreign Ministry had ord- 
ered Lebanon's U.N. ambassador 
■to submit a memorandum to the 
Security Council outlining “the 
events that took place in southern 
villages at the hands of Israeli for- 
ces.” Beirut Radio stations rep- 
orted.* 

Ambassador Rashid Fakhouri 
was ordered to- tell the council 
Lebanon reserved the right to call 


for a meeting when necessary. 

Beirut Radio said protest sit-ins 
.were taking place at mosques and 
■churches^ in the south after a call 
Thursday night by Shi* he Muslim 
leader Nabih Bern for dem- 
onstrations against “this new Isr- 
aeli crime.” 

Mr. Beni, leader of the Shi* ite 
militia “Amaf and minister for 
South Lebanon, has called for a 
general strike in the Israeli- 
occupied region Saturday. 

Sources in the south, who dec- 
lined to be identified, confirmed 
the Beirut Radio casualty and det- 
ention toll for the Israeli massacre 
and said tension was high in the 
region.

Indian gas-hit city turns 





BHOPAL, India (Agencies) — 
The area around the Union Car- 
bide plant were a ghost town Fri- 
day after panicky residents fled in 
fear of another gas leak like the 
one that killed more than 2500 
peoples 11 days ago. 

Most houses and shops stood 
empty in a four-kilometre radius 
around the chemical factory. Acr- 
oss the street from the factory, 
where many of the victims had 
lived, only a few people walked in 
the narrow lanes between the mud 
brick huts and shanties. 

The chaotic exodus began 
Wednesday when news spread 
that the government planned to 
neutralise the Union Carbide 
plant’s remaining 15 tons of poi- 
sonous methyl isocyanate on Sun- 
day by turning it into pesticide. 

Despite government assurances, 
that the process was not dan- 
gerous. trains, buses and trucks 
leaving Bhopal on Friday were 
still jam mad with people carrying 
their meagre possessions in burlap 
bags on their heads. 

The government established 
refugee centres in schools, other 
public buildings and sporting gro- 
unds for people too frightened to 


stay in homes near the plant dur- 
ing the neutralisation process. 

Estimating that about 150,000 
people left the city, police said 
4,000 private vehicles left the city 
and ticket queues at the main rai- 
lway station stretched into the str- 
eet. 

For the second day running, 
passengers clambered on the roof 
of buses and hung from windows. 

Hospitals said 200 patients, vic- 
tims of the Dec. 3 disaster, che- 
cked out against the advice of doc- 
tors.

Meanwhile the White House 
said Thursday it frowned on a rep- 
orted Iranian proposal to ext- 
radite the hijackers of a Kuwait 
airliner in exchange for an exiled 
Iranian rebel leader. 

Presidential Spokesman Larry 
Speakes said Iran was obliged 
, under international law to put the 
four hijackers on trial or extradite 
them to face a court in another 
countiy. 

According to reports published 
in U.S. newspapers Thursday, - 
Iranian Prime Minister Hossein 
Mo usa vi said Wednesday the 
gunmen would only be extradited 
in exchange for an exiled rebel 
leader he charged with res- 
ponsibility for hundreds of deaths 
in Iran. 

He did not name the man but 


was thought to be referring to 
Paris-based Massoud Rajavi, lea- 
der of the People’s Mujahedin, 
who fled to France in 1981. 

Asked if the United States 
would frown on such a swap, Mr. 
Speakes replied: “yes.” 

Mr. Speakes repeated White 
House assertions that Iran did not 
do all it could to end the hostage 
drama more quickly. 

Mr. Rajavi Thursday denied a 
charge by Iran's prime minister 
that bis group was involved in an 
airline hijack attempt last week. 

The accusation was an attempt 
by the government of Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini to divert 
“world opinion away from the dis- 
asters that took place, with the 
direct cooperation of the Kho- 
meini regime, during the hijacking 
of the Kuwaiti airliner.” said Mr. 
Rajavi in a statement released 
under the name of the Muslim 
Iranian Students Society. 

Mr. Rajavi, who signed the sta- 
tement as chairman of the Nat- 
ional Council of Resistance of Iran 
and leader of the People’s Muj- 
ahedin Organisation of Iran, ref- 
erred to remarks made Wed- 
nesday by Iranian Prime Minister 
HoSsein Mousavi.

CAIRO (J.T.) — Palestine Nat- 
ional Council (PNC) speaker She- 
ikh Abdul Hamid A1 Saeh said 
here that the Soviet Union has 
advised the Arabs not to pressure 
Egypt into cancelling the Camp 
David agreement for the time 
being at least. 

Sheikh Saeh, speaking in an int- 
erview published by the Cairo 
magazines: A1 Mussawar and 
Akher Saaia said that Egypt must 
be won over to the Arab side bec- 
ause its absence from the scene 
had in the past encouraged Israel 
to launch aggression on Arab sla- 
tes. 

Sheikh Saeh said that the PNC 
and the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) should “try to 
benefit from Egypt's stand and its 
demands for an independent Pal- 
estinian state in Palestine and the 
safeguarding of the Palestinian 
people's rights in their homeland. 


‘‘Egypt is the greatest Arab

Mr. Obeidat was responding to 
inquiries by deputies at the Lower 
House of Parliament which dis- 
cussed the amendment, of the inc- 
ome tax law and endorsed a num- 
ber of resolutions. 

In its session, the House app- 
roved the exemption of all sal- 
aries. fees and bonuses, which the 
government and public ins- 
titutions pay to employees, in acc- * 
ordance with the civil service law 
and the military service, public 
security, civil defence and general 
intelligence laws. 

The House endorsed the exe- 
mption of 25 per cent of the sal- 
aries, fees and bonuses for emp- 
loyees not working in the men- 
tioned government and public ins- 
titutions. It also exempted 50 per 
cent of the income tax on the first 
JD 2,000 of rent payments of gov- 
ernment employees and the exe- 
mption of an extra JD 200 to each 
of the parents. 

Minister of Planning Abdullah 
Nsour, commenting on the partial 
and total exemptions for com- 
mercial companies In the Kin- 
gdom. said that he objected to the 
total exemptions for some com- 
panies and suggested an exe- 
mption for Lhe period of three 
years as a maximum. 

Dr. Nsour also said lhat he dis- 
agreed with the suggestion pre- 
sented by Deputy Laith Shbeilat 
for deducting the money donated 
by citizens to the Armed Forces 
from income tax and said that any 


contributions would have to go 
through the proper channels, 
meaning the government treasury, 
before being transferred through a 
planned policy to the Armed For- 
ces. . 

Deputy Salman Qudah said that 
any extra contributions to the 
army should be paid from citizens 
own funds and not from gov- 
ernment funds collected through 
paid income tax. 

In response to the government's 
answer to an inquiry by Deputy 
Sbbeilat on the Jerash Festival, 
held every year as a major cultural 
event.

THE STATE'S budget is a practical interpretation of the government’s plan 
based on the royal letter of appointment of the government for achieving the 
national goals and objectives. 

The pillars the budget was based on really reflect the national and pan- 
Arab commitment which Jordan adheres to and implements. 

Strengthening our Jordanian Armed Forces and providing them with all the 
means necessary for maintaining them as a stronghold and armour in the face 
of any external threat to our country comes at the foremost of the government 
priorities in order to protect the development march in our society. It is also 
one of the most important requirements of building our own Arab self-force, 
which can not be dispensed with to prevent freezing the Palestine issue. 

Despite the limited financial resources, the budget included hems liable to 
ensure the required standard of deterrence without waiting to receive fin- 
ancial support promised by our sister Arab countries, because the gov- 
ernment believes chat protection of Arab land does not allow for waiting or 
postponement.

Al Dustour: Development despite obstacles 


DURING HIS review of the 1985 general state budget. Finance Minister 
Hanna Odeh Thursday highlighted a number of essential facts related to the 
financial and economical situation in Jordan. 

One of the most important features of the 1985 budget is that Jordan, while 
at a junction marking the end of a five-year plan and starring a new one, has 
succeeded in overcoming some of economic crisis aspects, which still hit the 
whole world. Mr. Odeh also pointed out that the forthcoming stage might 
witness some sort of semi-reliance on local resources to cover current exp- 
enditure in the budge L 

A proof of this is that local revenues in the 1 985 budget cover nearly 98 per 
cent of the recurrent expenditure, which totalled JD 487.5 million. i.e. 6tTper 
cent of the general budget. 

Since experience has shown that foreign aid is not secure to the required 
extent. Jordan has, therefore, to exert every possible effort to rely on itself 
because it has great responsibilities and tasks towards its people in the 
occupied West Bank and towards the Arab people, in addition to its res- 
ponsibilities in developing the Armed Forces and to maintain their very good 
standard. 

The budget's features also reflected the government’s interest in dev- 
eloping the agricultural sector through increasing and improving agricultural 
production and increasing the area of cultivable land in order to achieve food 
security. 

The government did not neglect the water sector, neither did it neglect 
industry in drawing up the budget. On Lhe contrary it has shown great interest 
in drawing up an integrated water plan and created incentives for encouraging 
investment in the industrial sector and protecting local production. It 
directed special attention to energy and diversifying its resources and rat- 
ionalising its consumption. 

All these tendencies and the faithful and untiring work for achieving them 
must necessarily contribute to achieving self-sufficiency by Jordan, thus ena- 
bling the country not only to meet the budget deficit but also to provide tbe 
surplus required for development.

Al Ra’i: Mideast peace needs West’s 
cooperation 


IN AN address to the British Royal College of Physicians, King Hussein 
outlined in depth the Arab- Israeli conflict and said that the Middle East 
region faces two options: war and its consequences, and peace with all its 
positive and constructive results. 

The King said that the Arabs have opted for peace and they call for a just 
settlement for the Palestine problem, which will enable the Palestinian people 
to determine their own future in Palestine. Therefore, all peace-loving nat- c 
ions should pressure Israel into accepting this option of peace. The King said 
that U.S. support for IsraeFs policies does not sene the cause of peace and 
Washington's efforts to freeze the Palestine issue represents a challenge to the 
will of the international community which calls for the establishment of peace 
based on justice. 

The Arabs option for peace, it should be noted, can never be effective 
unless the U-5. and Europe are both committed to the cause of peace in our 
region. 

There is still so much effort to be exerted on tbe Arab part to win over full 
European support for the Arabs’ just cause and for the cause of peace. 


Al Dustour: U.S. strikes again 


A (J.N. General Assembly resolution Wednesday calling for the est- 
ablishment of an independent Palestinian state and the convening of an 
international conference on tbe Middle East reflects the true will and sincere 
feelings of tbe international community. The resolution was unanimously, 
adopted and opposed only by IsracL the United States and Canada. 

We know for sure that this resolution would not force the U-S. or Israel to 
change their minds and accept the idea of an international conference, but the 
resolution was another proof of tbe isolation of both tbe U.S. and Israel in 
international forums. The various speakers at the assembly's session criticised 
the U.S. for its bias towards Israel and its support for the Zionist state's 
aggressive policies. 

The United Stales has proved to be hostile to the rights of all peoples and 
their aspirations for peace, and reaffirmed its total backing for criminal 
actions committed by U.N. member states. 


Sawt Al Shaab: U.S. supports aggression 


A CALL for bolding an international Middle East conference has gained 
momentum and backing from almost aO nations on earth except the Israel and 
U.S, which still supports acts of aggression against the Arab states. The recent 
U.N. General Assembly resolution calling for that conference and for the 
establishment of a Pale stinian state exposed the U.S. as an aggressive power 
helping a criminal to benefit from the acts of aggression. 

By rejecting the U.N. General Assembly resolution, the U.S. has thus 
placed itself alongside the enemy in tbe same trench vis a vis (he Arabs and 
their rights in their homeland.

Evangelists of the bullet should be

IT IS high time for the world 
community to take a collective 
action against stale-sponsored 
terrorism. Tbe increase in the 
rate of terror i st attacks against 
diplomats and civilians is ala- 
rming. Jordan is singled out as 
the Arab country which suf- 
fered the highest percentage of 
random murders compared to 
other Arab states. 

Figures show a 30 per cent 
rate of increase in international 
terrorist incidents between 
1980 and 1982, and even a 
higher rate of increase in 1983 
and 1984. There has been an 
annual increase in tbe number 
of deaths caused by terrorism. 

The states employing violent . 
terrorism abroad are the same 
ones resorting to internal rep- 
ression at home against their 
own citizens. These states hire 
proxies: client terrorist mov- 
ements to perpetrate the abo- 
minable crimes. 

State-sponsored int- 
ernational terrorism is not new 
in our area. Israel practised 
that in the 40’s and 50’s against 
both Arab and United Nations 
targets. In the last two decades, 
Israel manipulated the same 
weapon against Palestinians in 


Europe and Beirut. Uptfll now, 
the hit-list of the Israeli Mos- 
sad includes several prominent 
Palestinians and Arab sta- 
tesmen. Israeli authorities tac- 
itly encourage the Gush Emu- 
aim underground terrorist 
rings operating in the United 
States, Britain and tbe West 
Bank. 

Qadhafi was not tbe first to 
send his agents abroad to mur- 
der “enemies of the rev- 
olution”. Stalin before sent 
assassination teams to kill Tro- 
tsky and several other pro- 
minent anti-Stalinists. 

Fascist Italy provided 
money, shelter and training 
centres for the Croatian 
•■'•Ustatf' terrorists who ass- 
assinated King Alexander I of 
Yugoslavia and Louis Bartbo, 
tbe French foreign minister, in 
Marseilles in 1934. 

No doubt, the present int- 
ernational situation is con- 
ducive to an increased use of 
state-sponsored international 
terrorism. Some states use it on 
selective and opportunistic, 
basts to serve their immediate 
or strategic interests. It is a 
weapon effectively used to sil- 
ence opponents, as was the 


case with the attempt at the 
Libyan ex- Prime Minister 
Bakoush's life in Cairo; or to 
intimidate governments to 
change a foreign policy course. 
As an aspect of unconventional 
warfare, terrorism is attractive 
to some st ates which try to 
avoid full-scale conventional 
war. The Khomeini regime in 
Iran dealt the United States a 
crippling psychological blow in 
1979 by seizure of the entire 
diplomatic mission in Tehran. 
The bombing of 241 Ame- 
ricans in Beirut forced the 
world’s strongest military 
power to withdraw its Marines 
from Lebanon. Some states 
’will be tempted to emulate this . 
coercive measure against rival 
regimes. States sponsoring ter- 
rorism will always gain the div- 
idends and in the case of an 
abortive attempt, they are spa- ‘ 
red the humiliation of defeat. 

In 1980 Col. Qadhafi sent 
his hit squads into seven dif- 
ferent countries where they 
carried out 14 separate attacks 
in one year against Libyan exi- 
les. The British policewoman, 
Yvonne Fletcher, was shot by a 
Libyan in Sl James's Square 
on April 17, 1984. 


The Azmi Al Mufti murder 
last week, ■ along with tbe rel- 
entless attempts against Jor- 
danian diplomats created a 
strong psychological reaction 
.among many Jordanians who' 
direct their outrage and desire 
for retribution against the 
rogue organisation and the 
rogue state which sponsored 
the assassination. Many dem- 
and an immediate and forceful 
punitive action. Appeals to 
avenge the murder of Jor- 
danian diplomats is heard eve- 
rywhere, thus creating eno- 
rmous pressure, on all sides for 
forceful urgent action. 

But serious governments, 
like those of Jordan and Bri- 
tain, are constrained by their 
responsibilities tinder int- 
ernational and domestic law 
.which ties their hands in due 
respect to law, order and legal 
procedure. It is not always easy 
to identify tbe criminal, as was 
the case of Ambassador Moh- 
ammad Ali KJsorma, who surv- 
ived nine bullets in India this 
year, or Ambassador Tayser 
Toukan who was seriously 
wounded in Rome. Till now, 
the names and identity of the 
criminals are not known. None 


of them were arrested. 

Moreover, it is not easy to 
obtain the necessary legal 
proof of the role of another 
-state as an instigator or' abetor. 
The political fingerprints are 
always hidden. 

These handicaps to judicial 
response against state- 
sponsored te rrori s m should not 
impede a forceful punitive act- 
ion. The punitive action should 
be a collective stand of boycott 
and sanction . against the. off- 
ending state by the Arab states 
and the civilised world irr- 
espective of tbe commercial or 
economic loss. - 

The London ' Economic 
Summit of June 9-10, 1984 
tried to call for. a conference 
against international terrorism 
but failed. But a new call for 
such a conference might havea 
better chance of success. Since 
October 1983, France suffered 
126 terrorist bombings, the 
United States suffered 122 ; 
ones, and Britain 64 including! 
the Brighton bombing against' 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher. 

There should be a collective 
international declaration aga- 
inst terrorism with binding res- 
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ol atkms on sanctions' ag 
rogue states, and on a set of 
anti-terrorist measures. There 
should be an international 
black-list of diplomats found 
involved in - terrorism. The 
temptation of rogue states is.' 
♦ha* their political fingerprints - 
are not found. This temptation 
choniH be eradicated through a 
commitment by the civilised 
world to adopt a policy of mfl- 
itarised response against- ter- 1 
rorist states, or what might be 
called a “proactive” measure . 
against them. 
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A policy of response against 
assassination attempts should 
be . compatible with Arab- 
M mdim values as well as with 
the rule of law which does not 
.take revenge against innocent- 
civilians for a crime committed 
by a state-sponsored tenorist 
hired by a brainwashing brg- 
anisatioo.

Iran rescue was sham

WASHINGTON — Official U.S., 
suspicion of the Iranian gov- 
ernment’s behaviour during tbe 
hijack siege at Tehran Airport is 
endorsed by terrorism experts 
who say the rescue operation was 
a sham. 

They said it was difficult to und- 
erstand how the siege was allowed 
to continue for six days, during 
which two U.S. officials were kil- 
led, and bow the rescue team sto- 
rmed the aircraft without injuiy to 
the hijackers. 

David Bar-Illan, U.S. rep- 
resentative of tbe Jonathan Ins- 
titute, an Israeli foundation spe- 
cialising in anti-terrorism studies 
told Reuters “the rescue attempt 
was a sham.” 

He said conversations between 
the airport control tower and the 
hijackers were monitored thr- 
oughout tbe six-day siege.

India’s ruling party fighting for future

NEW DELHI — India’s ruling 
Congress (I) Party, whose roots go 
back nearly 100 years, is fighting 
for political survival as much as a 
parliamentary majority in nat- 
ional elections starting cm Dec. 24. 

After years as India's dominant 
political force, tbe party is being 
rocked by an internal debate 
about its fcture. 

Although the party tried to pre- 
sent a united front behind ass- 
assinated Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s son and successor Rajiv, 
"revolts broke out in several states 
after he dumped nearly a quarter 
of the 339 sitting congress mem- 
bers of parliament as candidates 
last month. 

The purge reflected growing 
worry among congress campaign 
managers that the party would not 
regain the majority it won in the 
last elections in 1980 despite a 
wave of popular sympathy for it 
following Indira Gandhf s murder 
on Ocl 31. 

Congress had its origins on Dec. 
28. 1885 when 72 Indian nat- 
ionalists met in Bombay and set up 
an organisation called the Indian 
National Congress to “discuss 
matters of importance to the bri- 
ghtest jewel in the crown of the 
British empire" 


The party took India to ind- 
ependence in 1947 and a Congress 
Party has ruled for all but three 
years since then. 

When Indira Gandhi became 
prime minister in 1966. she inh- 
erited a party still headed by sev- 
eral leaders who Like her father 
Jawaharlal Nehru had spe- 
arheaded the fight for freedom 
from British colonial rule.

iciently and honestly.” 

Several supporters who were 
close to Indira Gandhi raised the 
banner of revolt after Rajiv’s sur-

Tbe crowd was more 
ethnically mixed and international 
than at most art openings. 

“Visual arts and music are tre- 
mendous vehicles far creating 
understanding and opening up 


channels of communication bet- 
ween people, 1 ” moled Bronx Mus- 
eum of the Arts Executive Dir- 
ector Luis R. Cancel. 

“We’ve seen people being very 
excited tonight that they were see- 
ing somebody from a country 
they've beard about, that they 
have myths about, but in con- 
temporary times that they really 
don’t have a clear conception 
about. 

‘‘There’s as much curiosity in 
the U.S. as Tm sure there is in the 
Arab World to learn more about 
the other. So hopefully this will be 
the beginning of many kinds of 
exchanges." 

Mr. Cancel hopes to see the 
Melehi exhibit travel to other 
museums after it closes in tbe 
Bronx. 

The enthusiastic reception by 
artists and guests at the opening 
bodes well for such future exh- 
ibits. 

"Finding the way to (express 
your origins) rather than leaning 


on tradition is very hard to do. 
remarked artist Daria Dorosh. 

-He ready breaks away.” 

“I think his colour is won- 
derful,” declared New York art 
dealer Geri Thomas, “bis energy 
and colouration is different from 
American artists. There is a cer- 
tain quality of air, broad space...." 

Bronx Museum curator Phillip 
Verre expanded on the com- 
parison of present-day New York 
an and Mr. Melehfs work. “Its 
much more controlled, shows a 
much different use of colour. Its 
almost 180 degrees different than 
what we see downtown." 

Mr. Verre described con- 
temporary U.S. art as having a 
“neo-expressionist style, very act- 
ive, loose, with a strong interest to 
return to the figure.... there is a 
"sloppy” aesthetic*' he said, 
“which also indicates energy, a 
loosening of dams,” in current 
American art 

Mr. Melehi is also well-known 
for his “arts activism” having 


been a central force in the Mor- 
occan contemporary arts. He was 
one of the founders and has been 
president of the Association Mor- 
ocaine des Arts Plastiquee, an inf- 
luential group of artists and scu- 
lptors. For nearly a decade he pub- 
lished Integral, a contemporary 
cultural magazine that gave int- 
ernational exposure to the works 
of Moroccan artists. 

But it is his hometown, Asflah, 
that has played a central role in the 
development of the Bronx Mus- 
eum exhibition. . 

Mr. Melehf s show is an out- 
growth of the international con- 
temporary arts festival, or cultural 
moussem of Asilah, now is its sev- 
enth season. Organised by Mr. 
Melehi and Mohammad Benaissa 
to revitalise their declining home 
town, the first Asilah moussem in 
1978 was preceded by a 1977 
'town clean-up where Asilah’s cit- 
izens joined a group of artists in 
painting bright murals throughout 
the medina. 


Since then artists from nearly 
100 countries, primarily of the 
“Third World," and thousands of 
Moroccan and international vis- 
itors, have spent the month of 
August in AsQah, creating new 
works, enjoying performances, 
and participating in the Afro- 
Arab dialogues organised in the 
framework of the festival. 

Bronx museum director Cancel 
participated as an artist in the 
1983 moussem, where he met and 
became familiar with the work of 
Melehi. He had learned of the 
moussem from another artist par- 
ticipant, Indian printmaker Kri- 
shna Reddy, whose retrospective 
exhibit was organised ~ by the 
Bronx Museum of Art. Soon Mr. 
Cancel proposed a New York exh- 
ibit to Mr. Melehi. 

Mr. Cancel has great adm- 
iration of Mr. Meiehrs work, both 
as an artist and an arts organiser 
(animateur). “Asilah... was a tre- 
mendous experience for me," he 


explained. “It even had an inf- 
luence in trying to find a role for 
the Bronx Museum... seeing how 
the arts could lead to revitalisation 
of the neighbourhood. Asilah was 
a beautiful model which we'll try 
to duplicate in some way.” 

In his seven years as executive 
director, Mr. Cancel has tried to 
use the museum to broaden peo- 
ple's views of the Bronx, as well as 
to expose them to good con- 
temporary an and photography. 

Founded in 1971. the 'county- 
supported institution is tbe only 
visual art museum in the borough 
of the Bronx. It has an active edu- 
cation programme for school chi- 
ldren, as well as films and classes. 
It operates five satellite galleries 
in the borough. 

Recently the museum outgrew 
hs original space and moved into a 
former synagogue purchased for it 
by the City. Renovation of the 
modem structure will be com- 
pleted in 1985 — USIS.'

2) To complete building tbe inf- 
rastructure and substructures of 
wells, dams ami sewerage systems. 
The government will try to ach- 
ieve -its goals with the lowest bui- 
lding-costs possible. 

it realises, however, tbe ene- 
scapable high costs of building 
sewerage systems in major cities 
which are of great importance for 
the hygiene of tbe citizens. 

3) To draw up a well studied and 
clear national programme to eco- 
nomise the consumption of water. 
The programme, which will be put 
to execution in 1985, will also aim 
at securing the extension of wateT 
to areas where the consumption of 
water is still far below the level, 
m aintaining the industrial and the 
agricultural impetus and will dif- 
ferentiate between the people 
who misuse and waste the water 
and those who use it for pro- 
ductive purposes. 

The government is extremely 
concerned to develop the ind- 
ustrial sector because industrial 
investments constitute the natural 
channel. fo. attract local and for- 
eign capitals and savings. To ach- 
:V£Vthese gqags the 'government 
has endorsed a number ot mea- 
sures and legislative amendments 
to enhance incentives for ind- 
ustrial investments and, at_the 
sam e time, to defend and support 
' the local industries and give them 
prior i ty over foreign industries. 
The legislations' also facilitate sec- 
uring focal and foreign credits with 
a governmental guarantee and to 
eliminate red-tape procedures 
and facilitate temporary imp- 
ortation of raw materials. 

The government will also work 
to enable the productive industrial 
sector to overcome tbe difficulties 
the sector is facing in both tbe 
production and export process. 

Tbs government supports, in 
principle, the merger of identical 
- industries since it wfll entail real 
savings in tbe production and lab- 
our fields. 

To solve problems of mar- 
keting, which constitute a real obs- 
tacle in tbe face of the dev- 
elopment of local industries, the 
government has signed many bil- 
ateral trade agreements with Arab 
and foreign countries with the aim 
-of increasing the volume of trade 
and marketing of Jordanian-made 
goods in order to encourage local 


producers and improve the bal- 
ance of trade. 

The government will work joi- 
ntly with the private sector to enc- 
ourage tourism through taking 
care and improving historical lan- 
dmarks and tourist attractions in 
the country and promoting ent- 
ertainment programmes and int- 
ernal tourism. 

In the energy sector, public and 
private investments in refining oil 
and generating and distributing 
electricity reached JD 250 million 
in the last eight years. The value of 
imported crude oil increased from 
JD 34.4 million in 1976 to JD 
234 million in 1984. Therefore, in 
terms of export revenues, it rep- 
resented 50 per cent in 1976 and 
90 per cent in 1984. This amount 
equals one fifth of the value of 
Jordanian imports. 

As revenues of selling pet- 
roleum products and electricity at 
their previous rates dia not cover 
the difference caused by a gov- 
ernment subsidy which reached 
JD 223 million through 1976- 
1984. 

Because of the increase in bur- 
den shouldered by the economy 
and the. treasury, tbe government 
intends to adopt an integrated nat- 
ional programme aiming to rectify 
the' current trends in the energy 
sector represented in ratr. 
ionatisation plan ^and div- 
ersification in energy sources. 

The government has opted to 
give priority to oil prospecting in 
the light of promising signs from 
exploration wells in the Azraq 
area. The government will int- 
ensify work in drilling more exp- 
loration wells and will step up sei- 
smic work in various areas of the 
Kingdom. For this reason, tbe 
government has allocated JD 14.4 
million in its budget for oil exp- 
loration in 1985. 

Due to the low price of certain 
petroleum products and electricity 
and the increase in the value of the 
U.S. dollar as well as the increase 
in cost of oil pumping through 
Tapline by 80 cents a barrel, the 
government subsidy on energy 
reached JD 36.9 million in 1984. 
Assuming the same basis, it was 
expected that the size of the gov- 
ernment subsidy would reach JD 
40 million in 1985. 

. Therefore, the government has 
decided to reconsider the prices of 
some petroleum products and ele- 
ctricity in a way that is balanced 
with the' capabilities of those who 
benefit from ihe subsidy and 


would not affect the cost of pro- 
ducts and services and its potential 
for competition and export. This 
decision goes in harmony with the 
comprehensive programme of rat- 
ionalising energy and contributes 
to a better use of energy. 

The government has also dec- 
ided to utilise the savings derived 
from the cuts in subsidy to imp- 
rove the situation of -workers in 
civil and military institutions and 
the retired. It is in the 
process of concluding required 
studies to approve this decision 
and implement it in early 1985. 

The 1 985 budget expresses the 
government’s concern to develop 
and improve economic and social 
services in all governorates and 
areas in the Kingdom to achieve a 
qualitative and quantitative jump 
as they form the real criteria for 
the development of societies. 

The government will continue 
to increase the size of these ser- 
vices through implementing pro- 
jects for water, sewerage, ele- 
ctricity, communications, roads 
and concentrate on rural and agr- 
iculture services and projects. It 
will expand in building schools, 
academies and training centres for 
various purposes as well as hos- 
pitals, health centres and clinics 
taking into consideration joint 
.venture projects which introduce 
new concepts aiming to improve 
the quality of these services while 
at the same time, guaranteeing 
their adequate distribution. 

The government will give more 


pen their sense of belonging and 
the spirit of responsibility and par- 
ticipation. The budget reflected a 
concern to activate cultural mov- 
ements represented in allocating 
funds and appreciative prizes in 
the field of culture and creation. It 
has also directed its attention to 
the physically handicapped thr- 
ough special projects of training 
and education in coordination 
with welfare societies. 

As a recognition by the gov- 
ernment of the role of Jordanians 
working abroad in giving a bright 
image of Jordan and Jordanians 
and their commitment to their 
country, steps have been taken to 
increase contacts with them and 
increasing their participation in 
the Kingdom's development. The 
government is in the process of 
adopting new legislations to inc- 
lude Jordalnian expatriates in soc- 
ial security programmes on vol- 
untary basis to secure an atm- 
osphere of security and to mai- 
ntain their ties with their country. 
It intends to leave all channels 
open by providing them with nee- 
ded information, studies and new 
investment opportunities to assist 
them invest inside tbe Kingdom 
for their benefit and the benefit of 
their national economy. 

Tbe government is undertaking 
necessary preparations _to hold a 
conference for a Jordanian exp- 
atriates next summer in Amman 
to get acquainted with their pro- 
blems and needs and help finding 
solutions for these problems.

A special concern has been 
given by the government to Jor- 
danian youth in schools, uni- 
versities and youth centres inside 
and outside the Kingdom to dee- 


From the above, it is clear that 
the estimated local revenues for 
1985 will increase by 6.9 per cent 
from revenues estimated for 1934 
and 9.6 per cent from revenues 
reestimated for the same year. 
Thus focal revenues will cover 
98.4 per cent of recurrent exp- 
enditure estimated for 1985 while 
the re estimated local revenue 


covered 89.9 per cent of current 
expenditure reesf imated for 1 984. 
Allocations for recurrent exp- 
enditure went from JD 452.5 mil- 
lion in 1984 up to JD 487.5 mil- 
lion in 1985. 

It is worthwhile to notice that 
public and foreign debts estimated - 
for 1985 increased by 2.1 per cent 
from the reestimation and 22.5 
per cent from the reestimation for 
the year 1984. 

Funds for capital projects est- 
imated for 1985 increased by 2.3 
per cent and 24.0 per cent from 
reestimated funds for 1984. 

The deficit is estimated at JD 
16.7 million — the equivalent to 
3-5 per cent of the estimated local 
revenues. This deficit will be cov- - 
ered through curbing general exp- 
enditure and improring local rev- 
enues from focal and foreign 
loans. 

The 1985 budget included all- 
ocations of JD 57.S million to 
support recurrent and capital exp- 
enditure for universities and ind- 
ependent public institutions rep- 
resented in transportation, ele- 
ctricity. water, housing, training 
and cooperation. The expenditure 
of these institutions are expected 
to reach around JD 500 million in 
1985. Adding that to the total est- 
imated expenditure in the budget, 
the total public expenditure of the 
^government in 1985 would be 
around JD 1,311 million. 

As the 1985 budget depends 
largely on Arab financial aid to 
enable Jordan perform its national 
role confronting tbe Israeli 
enemy. Dr. Odeh presented the 
government’s thanks and app- 
reciation to the government of. 
Saudi Arabia for fulfilling its 
commitment regularly and to 
Kuwait which fulfilled a large part 
of its commitment. 

Expressing Jordan's und- 
erstanding to the situation of cer- 
tain Arab countries which did not > 
fulfil its commitment. Dr. Odeh 
expressed hope that “our brethren 
In the United Arab Emirates and 
Qatar would overcome their cur- 
rent situation and fulfil their 
commitment.” 

In conclusion, he expressed 
hope that parliament would study 
the budget from aD its sides rep- 
resenting tbe aspirations of the 
Jordanian people and the best 
help to the government in carrying 
its responsibility to continue the 
effort to achieve more strength to 
the Kingdom under the directives 
of His Majesty King Hussein.

peace process. He reaffirmed that 
France, a permanent member of 
the United Nations Security Cou- 
ncil. h3d an important role in tbe 
Middle East. 

King Hussein also held talks 
earlier this week in London with 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher on the Middle East and 
the proposed peace conference. 

King Hussein's visit to Paris 
marked the latest stage of a per- 
sonal initiative by President Mit- 
terrand to revive the stalled Mid- 
dle East peace process, according 
to political observers in Paris. 

The French leader began his 
mission by visits to Jordan and 
Egypt last July, and later in Dam- 
ascus where he held talks with Syr- 
ian President Hafez Al Assad late 
last month. 

During a visit by Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres to Paris 
last week, the Israeli leader app- 
ealed to France to help build “a 
bridge of peace” with the Arab 
World. 

While in Britain, the King add- 


ressed the United Services Ins- 
titute for Defence Studies and said 
action was urgently required to 
break the impasse in efforts for 
peace in the Middle East because 
the situation in the region was a 
threat to world peace. 

He also said Jordan will int- 
ensify its pursuit of efforts to con- 
vene an international peace con- 
ference on the Middle East with 
the participation of all parties inv- 
olved in the Arab- Israeli conflict, 
including the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), and the Uni- 
ted States and the Soviet Union 
and members of the U.N. Security 
Council. 

In another address to the British 
Royal College of Physicians on 
Wednesday, the King said the con- 
tinuing Israeli refusal to respond 
positively to calls for a peaceful 
settlement of the Palestinian pro- 
blem will only harden the Arab 
stand towards any solution to tbe 
conflict.

martyrs in Toura — Najat Saeed 
Sbour and Mariam Duhaimy — as 
well as a martyr in Maaroub, 
Abdullah Fneish.” 

All the dead villagers and some 
of the injured bore bullet wounds, 
sources quoted by Reuters said. 

But most of the inj ured suffered 
broken liqjbs and similar injuries 
as they fled in panic when Israeli 
troop? opened fire. The Israelis' 
had also blown up a house in the 
village of Maarakeh, the sources 
added. 

Shots were exchanged in one 
village by an Israeli soldier and a 
French soldier of the U.N. Interim 
Force In Lebanon (UNIFIL), a 
UN1FTL spokesman told Reuters. 

Speaking by telephone from 
UNIFIL headquarters at Naqoura 
in South Lebanon, spokesman 
Timor Goksel said an Israeli sol- 
dier fired over the head of a 
French soldier on a rooftop in 
Yanuh. one of seven Shfite vil- 
lages in UNIFIL-patrolled ter- 
ritory surrounded and searched by 


the Israelis. 

According to security sources, 
the Israelis also entered an eighth 
village, Sarafand, which lies north 
of Lhe UNIFIL area. 

An Israeli spokesman said Thu- 
rsday the operation was aimed at 
checking “terrorism” against Isr- 
aeli troops in the region. He den- 
ied Israeli responsibility for the 
deaths but made no comment on 
the wounded and injured. 

In Washington, an adm- 
inistration spokesman said the 
State Department was looking 
into reports of sharp clashes in 
Lebanon including the “alleged 
seizure of some Lebanese cit- 
izens” by Israeli forces. 

He said the reports point to the 
importance of the U.N.- 
sponsored talks at Naqoura bet- 
ween Lebanese and Israeli off- 
icials - 

Western diplomats said the tim- 
ing of the Israeli “operation” was 
almost certainly linked to the sta- 
lled talks on withdrawing IsraeFs 
estimated 12,000 troops from 
South Lebanon.

SINGAPORE (R) — China reached the Asian Soc- 
cer Cup final with a 1-0 extra time win over def- 
ending champions Kuwait here Friday night. 


The match-winning goal came 
in the second half of extra time 
when substitute striker Li Huayun 
raced through on his own to beat 
the Kuwaiti goalkeeper from 10 
metres. 

China will meet Saudi Arabia, 
who needed a penalty shoot-out to 
beat Iran Thursday, in Sunday's 
final. 

China were better in the air and 
in the tackle during the first half of 
normal time. But their only cha- 
nce came in the 34tb minute when 
striker Yang Chaohufs header 
from a centre by Li Hui glanced 
off the Kuwait bar. 

The speed of Chinese striker Gu 
Guangming constantly troubled 


ball and Li Huayun. who replaced 
Yang Chaohui in the S 1st minute, 
sprinted 30 metics to slide the ball 
under keeper Sameer Said. 

Saudi Arabia reached the Asian 
Cup Soccer final for the first time 
with a shock win over three times 
winners Iran. 

Saudi Arabia won 5-4 on pen- 
alties after a l-l extra time draw. 
Iran led the semifinal 1-0 at hal- 
ftime. 

Iran, winners in 1968. 1972 and 
1976. started sluggishly but gra- 
dually built up their attacks to 
score in the 42nd minute after an 
error by Saudi goalkeeper Abd- 
ullah Al-Diayye.

Meanwhile Oatari minister of 
finance and petroleum Sheikh 
Abdul Aziz On Khalifa Al Thani 
was quoted Thursday as saying he 
expects QPECs ministerial mee- 
ting in Geneva on Dec. 1 9 to mai- 
ntain its current production cei- 
ling.

VIENNA (OPECNA) — A study 
just pgbhshed here maintains that 
the conventional method of com- 
puting the Gross Domestic Pro- 
duct (GDP) of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) is both “outdated and 
inaccurate”. 

The study, published by the 
OPEC Fund for International 
Development, which com- 
missioned it in assoefation with the 
Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic 
Development, was carried out by 
Prof. Thomas Stauffer, an Ame- 
rican academic, who currently 
teaches at the Diplomatic Aca- 
demy of Vienna. He was assisted, 
by Dr. Frank Lennox. 

The analysis, which forms part 
of. ap on-going exercise, argues 
that the GDP of oil exporting cou- 
ntries is “exaggerated" because 
their “income" is due to the con- 
sumption of depletable oil res- 
ources and, hence, ^“liquidation 
of capital, not income”. 

The study proves that actual 
relative levels of OPEC foreign 
aid, compared with non- 
deple table .GDP, Jtre.yery high. , 

In the case of Kuwait, they 
amount to some 25-plus per-cent 
of non-deptetable GDP, while for 
OPEC as a whole, the aid inc- 
idence approaches five per cent — 
almost twice the conventionally 
reported figure. 

Prof Stauffer states that mea- 
suring the “reaT* income of oil 
producing countries is a new pro- 
blem, since it emerged after the 
increase in oil revenues in 1973. 

The post-1973 “prosperity" in 
these countries, although real, was 
“special" in the sense that it was 
predicated, on the “irreveisible 
consumption of a finite, exh- 
austible resource,” he said. 

Oil income, he argues, is “tra- 
nsient” and better tods are nee- 
ded to analyse the economic per- 
formance of oil producing states

The current methods by which 
GDP is worked out do not cake 
into account the fact that oQ or 
minerals are “wasting assets. It is 
recognised that oil income is spe- 
cial, but there is no established 
technique for accounting for its 
special nature.” 

Prof. Stauffer holds that in 
order to correctly analyse the 
GDP of oil production countries, 
current methods should be gen- 
eralised to include a “depletion 
charge” and a “wasting asset eff- 
ect". 

The former will represent that 
part of the oil or resource “inc- 
ome," which is not income, but 
rather "consumption of capital". 

. The American professor mai- 
ntains that the question is not 
“academic", because the int- 
erpretation of “income" has 
major practical implications. 

He draws a distinction between 
“growth" and “expansion”, exp- 
laining that “income" which is 
generated by the value of the was- 
ting asset is really a form of capital 
expansion. 

Income resulting from the .inv- 
estment of o3 wealth is genuinely 
a form of income. The two com- 
ponents must, therefore, be tre- 
ated quite separately. 

Prof. Stauffer argues that the 
distinction between the two forms 
is “critical”, because the income 
share attributable to the mineral 
resource is not “income" , but rea- 
lly a “liquidation of capital". 

Conventional methods, he 
adds, treat “income” from a dep- 
letable source exactly as if it were 
income produced from a factory 
or a farm, which are both rep- 
laceable and maintainable. 

For countries which depend 
heavily on oil or otter minerals, 
this leads to an “over-statement of 
their income”, leading to dis- 
tortions . 


Prof. Stauffer advocates a 
“dynamic adjustments method of 
computing income. This consists 
of estimating the total impact of 
“oil-derived rents" upon the host 
country's income, approximating 
with the overall dependence of the 
economy In each year upon the 
rent derived from the exhaustible 
resource in that year. 

He contends that the “dynamic 
adjustment?’ method would lead 
to a broader definition of national 
income. Thus, “oil- independent?* 
or “rent-independent" GDP 
would still be lower than “non- 
deple table” GDP, because it 
would include the effects of spe- 
nding oil or mineral rents, as well 
as the direct contribution of those 
rents on the producing sectors 
GDP. 

Prof. Stauffer selects four 
OPEC countries to test his met- 
hod: “Low absorbers" Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia and “high abs- 
orbers” Nigeria and Venezuela. 

He also applies his method to- 
Norway and the United States, 
arguing that his analysis is valid 
whether the country concerned is 
an industrialised or a non- 
industrialised oil or mineral exp- 
orter. . , 

The professor’s analysis shows 
that Kuwait's oil — independent 
GDP is about one-half to three- 
quarters of the pro forma nos- 
depletable GDP and represents 
no more than 14 per cent of the 
reported total GDP. 

The “dynamic adjustment", 
■due to government spending of oil 
revenues, is unusually small bec- 
ause a large fraction of oil receipts 
is saved abroad. 

A significant fraction of non- 
depletable GDP is itself generated 
by the government's domestic 
spending of its large income ear- 
ned from its foreign investment 
portfolio. 


KUWAIT (R) — The European Community (EC) 
and Arab states of the Gulf Cooperation Council are 
studying prospects for a trade and economic coo- 
peration pact, a senior Community official said here 
Thursday. 


Mr. Christopher Audi and, dir- 
ector general for energy of the EC 
Commission, said exploratory 
talks were underway “which I 
hope will lead to a successful con- 
clusion." 

The oil-rich Gulf council, gro- 
uping Kuwait, Bahrain, Oman, 
Qatar, Saudi Arabia and the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates, is the Com- 
munity’s third largest export mar- 
ket behind the United States and 
the European Free Trade Ass- 
ociation (EFT A) bloc, he said. 

The Gulf council states buy 33 
percent of their combined imports 
from the Community, and tog- 
ether form its largest single, ext- 
ernal source of oil supplies. Mr. 
Audland told a news conference. 

He was speaking after two days 
of talks between commission off- 


icials and the general secretariat of 
the Kuwait-based Organisation of 
Arab Petroleum Exporting Cou- 
ntries (OAPEC). 

Mr. Audland said no changes 
were planned in quotas and duties 
on exports of petrochemicals by 
tbe Gulf states, which want easier 
access to European markets. 

Some Community nations are 
concerned that Gulf producers 
will flood their markets with pet- 
rochemicals and refined products 
as new export plants are brought 
on stream in Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait in coming years. 

In turn. Gulf fears over pro- 
tectionist measures have grown 
since tbe Community recently sla- 
pped a 1 3.3 per cent duty on met- 
hanol imports from Saudi Arabia 
after the kingdom passed its duty- 


free quota .of 256,000 European 
Currency Units (ECU) (around 
$200,000) for 1984. No limits are 
placed on volume. 

Mr. Audland said that although 
Community and Gulf officials had 
discussed duties and quotas, 
“we've not reached a stage of 
making specific proposals (for 
changes)." 

He added, however, the Gulf 
council states had indicated this 
would be a prominent issue in 
talks on any trade and economic 
cooperation agreement. 

Tile EC, under the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), was unable to change 
duty rates at will, but would retain 
an ‘'essentially liberal” trade pol- 
icy, he added. 

Mr. Audland said he had drawn 
attention during his visit to the 
possible merits of pricing oil sales 
in the ECU, which te said bad 
been significantly more stable 
over the past two years than the 
dollar, in which most international 
oQ trade is conducted. 

The ECU was already rec- 


ognised as a valid trading currency 
by Japan, the Soviet Union and 
certain European nations which 
did not belong to the Community, 
he said. ^ 1 

“We raised the idea and sug- 
gested this might be considered," 
but no firm proposals had been 
put forward, be said. 

Meantime, oil usage in the 
Community was np about five per 
cent this year, the first rise off an 
a nn ua l basis since 1978, within an 
, overall four per cent increase in 
energy consumption over 1983, 
te said. 

The rise was due mainly ro the 
nine -month-old British coal str- 
ike, Mr. Audland said. 

Mr. Audland will visit Jordan 
this week to hold talks with Pla- 
nning Minister Abdullah Nsour 
and Minister of Energy Hisham Al 
Khatib. 

During tbe visit an agreement 
will be signed by the three officials 
concerning assistance from the EC 
for setting up an energy planning 
unit in Jordan. 


Parliament rejects ‘85 EC budge 


STRASBOURG (R) — The Eur- 
opean Parliament Thursday rej- 
ected the European Community 
(EC) 1985 budget for only the 
second time in its history. 

The parliament voted ove- 
rwhelmingly to throw out the bud- 


get. forcing the 10 nation group on 
to an emergency financing system 
next month. 

Parliament’s resolution rej- 
ecting the budget said the S19 bil- 
lion draft submined by national 
governments was unacceptable

Tbe 
FTSE 100 index was up 7.9 at 1204.6 after having touched a 
record high 1207.9. 

Government bonds showed net gains of up to Vs point, having 
been marked higher at the outset following the larger than exp- 
ected fall in Thursday's U.S. Ml.

BRUSSELS (R) — U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz said Friday he was prepared for “serious, 
positive, constructive discussions” with Soviet For* 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko and promised the 
NATO allies would be fully consulted. 


Speaking after a two-day mee- 
ting of NATO's 16 foreign min- 
isters, Mr. Shultz said he hoped his 
Geneva talks on Jan. 7 and 8 
would produce agreement on new 
arms control negotiations. 

But he cautioned: “Maybe not- 
hing will happen and that will be 
the end of it, or maybe it wiU take 
longer.” 

NATO Secretary-General Lord 
Carrington said he was absolutely 
sure the Americans would neg- 
otiate seriously, but it was imp- 
ortant not to raise unrealistic exp- 
ectations. “If these things were 
easy, they'd have been solved long 
ago.” he said. 

The NATO ministers stressed 
in a communique the particular 
importance of maintaining con- 
sultations. 

Mr. Shultz said: “We were cou- 
nselled to show patience, to go 


without illusions and not to expect 
things to go too fast.” 

British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe said the Geneva 
meeting was only “the beginning 
of the beginning”. 

Mr. Shultz said the West Eur- 
opean allies had made clear their 
special interest in seeing 
medium-range nuclear missiles 
discussed in any future neg- 
otiations and he had given them 
assurances on this. 

The communique emphasised 
the allies' determination to con- 
tinue deployment of U.S. cruise 
and Pershing-2 missiles in Wes- 
tern Europe in the absence of a 
concrete negotiation result. 

Belgium and the Netherlands, 
wavering over decisions due next 
year to base cruise missiles, both 
endorsed the statement.
